In a communication handed to The 
Constitution on Monday by Sam H. 
Venable, doner of the Stone Mountain 
site of the Confederate memorial, and 
himself a member of the executive 
committee of the association, Mr. Ven 


able makes startling charges in sup- eo 


port of public demands from the Unit- 
ed Daughters of the Confederacy and 
other sources that an itemized audit 
of the income and disbursements of 
the association shall be promptly pub- 
lished. 7 

Mr. Venable charges, and offers 
proof in support of his charge, that 
the -present regrettable conditions 
which jeopardize the completion of the 
monument were precipitated “through 
an intoxication from power and finan- 
cial greed,” and submits what he 
claims to be original records of a 
conspiracy formulated by Hollins N, 
Randolph and a few associates to con- 
trol and dominate the ssociation, elim- 
inating the U. D. C. from participa- 
tion, and securing perpetual control - 
through the formation of a “blackball 
committee” appointed by Randolph, 


with plenary power to reject any and 


all’ applicants for voting membership 
in the association. 

In dealing with the disbursements 
of the association under Mr. Ran- 
dolph’s administration itemized figures 
are given to show extravagant salaries 
and unexplained items of considerable 
ex pense. 

In the same connection he refers to 
a visit made by Mr. Randolph and 
tour associates to a Washington con-

WASSERMANN, | FAMOUS

Berlin, “March 16.—(By the Assori- 
ated Press.)—Professor August von 
Wassermann, director of tne Kaiser 
Wilhelm Institute for Experimental] 
Therapy and professor of internal | 
medicine at the University of Berlin. 
the originator of the celebrated Was- | 
sermann blood test, died today. He 
was one of Germany's greatest medi- 
cal research men. He was 59 years

ON ARGUING. 


I could never see much sense 
arguing. Opinions are the more easily 
when you put punch and 


conviction behind them. 

| find that many people have tte 
habit of fighting conviction. For 
why I know not. Perbaps because 
it is a human quality. 

But I find it splendid to state your 
conviction and then let it sink. Its 
own way in, Honesty needs no ae- 
fense. And besides it accumulates 
disciples the longer it is let alone to 
grow of its own accord. 

In accepting the opinions of others 
withont argument, you have the op- 
portunity presented for a very just 
appraisal, Every statement mae 
may be properly pigeonholed and 
given a label. 

We are educated 


by the ppinions 


(of others only as they melt readily 


into our own, otherwise it is well 
that they be lost or forgotten. 

But to argue! It’s like disputing 
with God the position of the stars,

MUTHER’S AND BABY'S LODIN. 


The world is growing old. The 
soil is getting poorer in iodin every 
day. The iodin is going back to the 
sea, where it came from in the be- 
ginning. Vegetable and animal [ood 
raised inland .and especially in re- 
gions elevated considerabiy above sea 
level, fails to furnish the daily ra- 
tion of iodin which is; essential for 
our well-being, and the greut ma- 
jority of the inland population of 
the country subsis?s without any sea 
food or with only occasional in- 
dulgence in fresh sea fish or shell 
fist as a treat. It really seems as 
though there is a steadily increasing 
shortage of iodin and a constant ac- 
cumulation of eviaences vf health 
impoirmenty which are attributable to 
iodin deprivation. 

The enlargement of the thyroid 
gland well known as, goiter is one 
of the most striking signs of iodin 
shortuge and is generally. taken as 
aun index, although the iodin cefi- 
ciency is responsi)'e for many other 
art more importavt impairments of 
health or functional disturbances 
than the mere disfigurement of goiter, 
Nearly all of the iodin in the body 
is contained in tne thyroid gland, 
which ductless gland has for one of 
its functions the assimilation of iodin 
for use in the body. In a normal 
person the thyroid gland is about the 
size of a finger and lies hooked 
the front and sides of the 
larynx below the “Adam's apple.” 
normal thyroid does not bulge 
visibly when the chin is stretched up 
h.gh, and it eannot be felt as a lump 
in the neck. Propably the normal 
thyroid contains not more than three 
or feur grains of iodin, which is 
practically the total iodin content of 
tue normal body. Probably an ivdin 
ration which furnishes as much as 
one grain of iodin in a whole month 
is ample for the requirements of the 
boauy. 

One of the most important phases, 
if net the most important one of the 
whoJje problem of iedin shortage is 
the prevention of congenital goiter 
by the administration of iodin in 
one form or another to the prospee- 
live mother. Dr. ©. VP. Kimball. 
whose original contributions to our 
knowledge of this subject have made 
his name famous along with that of 
hix co-worker, Dr. David Marine, 
recommends that the expectant moth- 
er take once a week a tablet con- 
taining one-fourth grain (10 milli- 
grams) of iodin and continue this 
throughout the nursing period as well.

rities in Georgia were proposed to 
the Georgia. Securities commission, 
at its meeting held Monday, it was 
announced by 'T. B. Connor, chief 
examiner, Opinions either for or 
against the adoption of these rules 
will be received and considered, it 
was stated. 

The first of these, rule 20, pro- 
poses that all foreign corporations 
organized for the purpose of doing 
business in Georgia and taking stock 
subscriptions in this state must se 
cure a license from the commission 
as a condition precedent to taking 
such subscriptions. It also holds 
that the exemption provided in para- 
graph 10, of section 8 of the act, in- 
cludes only domestic corporations, 

It was held, however, that this 
rule does not apply to foreign corpe- 
rations doing business in Georgia 
prior to its adoption. 

The second rule proposed, No, 21, 
specifies that the commission will 
not consider an application to sell 
orchard units or farms in less than 
tracts of ten acres. It was stated

burdensome to the postal service that 
Postmaster General New today ordered 
an embargo on shipments of gold 
coin, gold pullion and gold dust by 
letter or parcel post except in quan- 
tities not exceeding $50 in value. 

It was explained that the order was 
necessary because of difficulties en- 
countered in handling quantities of 
gold on steamships in distant seas and 
in transshipment at seaports outside 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
government. A recent large ship- 
‘ment to India was returned from 
a French port because a British 
steamship line there refused to handle 
it as mail. The steamship companies 
have special methods for handling ship- 
ments and receive much larger fees 
for such service than in handling the
